Cooperative Effort a Must 


' 
President Nixon’s energy appeal makes 
> two points abundantly clear: The United 
$ States is well into a crisis situation and the 
/ help of all Americans will be required to 
* alleviate it. 
* There is some feeling among consumers 
j that they have been shortchanged in the 
t energy crisis and who question how the whole 
\ thing came about. Those questions must be 
j answered fully in the long haul as the nation 
■» moves to prevent a recurrence, but for the 
I short haul the present situation has to be dealt 
with—and that means some effort on the part 
' of citizens. 
£ 
Some citizens already have been pitching in 
» to cut consumption by turning down their 
\ home thermostats and joining neighborhood 
\ car pools. Others now have been asked to join 
» the campaign. And full cooperative effort in 
< the areas of volunteeerism (such as tem* 
J perature reduction in homes) as well as 
' compliance with upcoming restrictions (such 
% as lower speed limits) is necessary to keep 
» the crisis from becoming a disaster. 
J 
IT IS NOT GOING TO BE pleasant, but the 
' job can be done because the American people 
' have the capacity to handle whatever comes 
»their way — including an energy crisis. 
* 
We believe the effort should begin in ear- 
' nest right now by both members of Congress 
’ and the American people. 
> 
The government has asked consumers to do 
) their part to save fuel. Consumers therefore 
/have the right to ask government to do its 
’ share and that includes finding out why 
* millions of gallons of fuel oil were being ex- 
\ ported while our crisis was building. 
* We have no way of evaluating the effective 
ness of all the suggestions put forth by the 
President, but they strike us as being reason­ 
able in light of the gravity of the energy 
shortage. It makes sense to us, for example, 
that airline flights are being reduced. This 
will result in some inconvenience to travelers, 
but will not cripple the industry. 
Speaking of industry, we find it far more 
logical to take steps that will keep factories 
open at least most of the time rather than 
using up energy supplies at a normal rate 
which will lead ultimately to a complete—al­ 
though temporary—shutdown. It is important 
that the worker continues to get his paycheck 
on a regular basis. 
We are sorry to see some of our pollution 


control regulations suspended, but the 
urgency of the situation made the temporary 
action necessary. 


IN THE MIDST OF a host of negative 
factors, a couple of positive possibilities can 
be found. 
The energy shortage will test the American 
character. We are going to find out some 
things about ourselves—the way we think, the 
way we act and what things are important to 
us. This is going to be quite revealing and we 
think many people are going to be surprised— 
some pleasantly. 
And finally, we have a national policy of 
discovering and developing alternative 
energy sources to make the United States 
self-sufficient in this vital area. 
The President, with congressional backing, 
has called for research and development in 
the energy field to rival our massive effort in 
the space program. 
We don’t know exactly what gasoline 
rationing would mean, but we know it would 
be cumbersome, complicated and not 
necessarily fair to everyone. So we hope it 
never comes about. 
The best way to see that rationing remains 
a contingency instead of a reality is for 
everyone to join the conservation campaign 
now. 


Question of Quality 


Americans aren’t the only ones pursuing 
happiness. 
The Wickert Institute in Tuebingen, West 
Germany, asked nearly 2,000 people what 
they understood by that catch phrase so 
beloved of sociologists and politicians — the 
“quality of life.” 
To 20 per cent, it meant an improved 
standard of living; 17 per cent said it implied 
a happy, secure life; 6 per cent associated the 
idea with financial stability; 5 per cent 
thought it had to do with good eating, and I 
per cent gave various other answers, in­ 
cluding a better love life. 


That left a majority — 53 per cent — who 
said they had no idea what the “quality of 
life” meant. Either that, or that they were too 
busy living it to answer another pollster’s 
darn-fool questions.

democratic voter in control of 
the political system ... In 
general (the individual’s) 
freedom and choice will be 
controlled 
within 
very 
narrow alternatives ...” 
PROFESSOR QUIGLEY 
is a widely known historian, 
having taught at Princeton 
and Harvard before taking 
his post at Georgetown’s 
Foreign Service School in 
Washington. His previous 
book, 
“ Evolution 
of 
Civilizations,’’ 
received 
acclaim from 
university 
history faculties throughout 
the world. Yet his “Tragedy 
and Hope,” published in 1966. 
was such a bombshell in the 
seats of power in the United 
States that it almost im­ 
mediately disappeared from 
bookstores. I tried to obtain 
the 1348-page book from the 
publisher, The MacMillan 
Company, only to be in­ 
formed that it was “not 
available.” I obtained a copy 
elsewhere. 
ONE OF THE bombshell 
revelations of Professor 
Quigley’s 
book 
was 
its 
documentation on the for­ 
mation of a secret society 


known to its insiders as “The 
Circle of Initiates” and with 
the objective of gaining 
control of the world through 
expansion of “The Circle” 
into the major countries. 
The co-founders of the 
secret society were Cecil 
Rhodes, the multi-millionaire 
Englishman who got a virtual 
monopoly 
on 
diamond 
production through his secret 
society political influence; 
and 
William 
T. 
Stead. 
English journalist described 
in history books as “an ar­ 
dent social reformer.” 
Rhodes left money in his 
will to set up the famed 
“Rhodes Scholarships” for 
the explicit 
purpose 
of 
preparing exceptional young 
men from English-speaking 
nations for service in the elite 
power-seeking 
organization 
which, 
he 
felt, 
would 
ultimately rule the world. 
Professor 
Quigley 
ap­ 
parently finds no fault with 
the goal of the secret “Cir­ 
cle’’ whose subsidiaries, 
under the names of “The 
Round Table” and “ The 
Establishment,” now func­ 
tion in the United States and 
other major countries. His 
book 
says 
that 
“ The 
Establishment” in the U.S. 
virtually controls the two 
major political parties (and 
even finances some Com­ 
munist activities); and that it 
has controlled an over­ 
whelming amount of the 
nation’s productive capacity. 
He seems to believe that 
consolidation of political and 
economic power in the hands 
of an elite of “experts,” in 
spite of its suppression of 
individual freedom, con­ 
stitutes an advancement for 
mankind. 
The system he 
foresees would be a form»of 
State 
Socialism, 
with 
Government 
bureaucrat 
“experts,” evidently chosen 
by the secret society, con­ 
trolling 
the 
social 
and 
economic lives of the people 


POLITICAL, 
govern­ 
mental 
and 
economic 
developments in the United 
States in recent years would 
seem to indicate how such a 
scheme 
of 
consolidated 
power and control could be 
progressively instituted. On 
the day I began writing this 
series of columns, the New 
York Times published a 
comprehensive article on 
“The nationwide movement 
toward land-use regulation.” 
The 
Times 
said 
the 
movement “poses an array of 
important 
and 
rather 
inescapable policy decisions 
that the public is going to be 
called on to resolve.” 
HERE 
ARE 
the 
significant paragraphs: 
“The concept of land as a 
purely private commodity to 
be regulated by economics 
seems to be giving way to the 
concept of land as a national 
resource. Implicit in the new 
‘land ethic’ are two fun­ 
damental shifts of power. 
One is movement of the 
initiative in land-use planning 
from individual owners and 
developers to the general 
public. 
acting 
through 
governmental agencies. The 
other 
is 
a 
certain 
redistribution 
of 
wealth 
implied in large-scale land- 
use 
control: 
Individual 
freedom to maximize profits 
from land is replaced in 
various decrees by collective 
decisions 
about 
the 
disposition of land.” 
Any way you spell it out, 
this is State Socialism, and it 
follows the Marxist Socialist 
maxim which calls for the 
abolition of private owner­ 
ship 
of 
property 
and 
redistribution of wealth. 
Quigley’s book significantly 
says, “The Establishment” 
has exerted a controlling 
influence on the New York 
Times, the Washington Post, 
The 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor, and other powerful 
media.

LONDON — (LENS) — One 
of the casualties of the Middle 
East 
war 
may 
be 
the 
deployment of American 
naval 
power 
in

Mediterranean 
and

Middle East. What is called 
the American Middle East 
Force, which consists of a 
troopship 
capable 
of 
operating helicopters plus 
two destroyers, is based in 
Bahrain. 


Last week, in a response to 
American support for Israel, 
Bahrain gave the required 
one-year notice to terminate 
the stationing of the force 
there. The force is principally 
a goodwill operation, and the 
goodwill, at least among the 
Arabs, has been largely 
dissipated by America’s flat- 
out support of Israel during 
the war. 
AND NOW 
Arab fuel 
restrictions 
could 
limit 
severely the amount of 
flagshowing that can be done 
anywhere. All of the coun­ 
tries of the Arabian peninsula 
have said they will not 
provide fuqj for American 
forces. 
So the Middle East Force is 
likely to be limited to its 
cruising range from Bahrain 
during the next year, and 
then it will have to find a new 
home port, 
or else 
be 
dissolved, 
unless 
the 
Bahrainis 
change 
their 
minds. 
Operating from Iran is a 
possibility, but it is hard to 
see the Shah allowing this 
force in his country if it is 
thrown out of Bahrain, and it 
is not easy 
to see the 
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Americans going there, even 
if he would, for the further 
irritation it would cause to 
the Arabs. 


THE SIXTH Fleet in the 
Mediterranean is a different 
breed of cat: a major, Nato- 
committed deterrent force 
consisting of two carrier task 
groups, an amphibious group, 
shore-based patrol aircraft, 
logistics ships and planes and 
around five submarines. It 
normally consumes some 


360,000 barrels of petroleum 
products a month, most of 
which comes from the Middle 
East via refineries in Italy. 
At its present size, tem­ 
porarily 
increased 
in 
response to the war, it is 
probably burning twice that. 
If some form of petroleum 
rationing becomes necessary 
for most countries of western 
Europe this winter, the 
Italians may impose a cut on 
the Sixth Fleet.

ded to protect the 
defendant

possibility that pre-trial 
publicity might jeopardize 
the selection of a jury later 
on. Judge West was doing his 
duty as he saw it, and there is 
no reason to challenge the 
sincerity of his intentions. 


DICKINSON AND Adams, 
reporters for the Morning 
Advocate and State Times, 
had a duty of their own. They 
could not possibly submit to 
any such gag upon a free 
press. They therefore wrote 
accurate, 
straightforward 
accounts of the hearing. 
Judge West promptly found 
them guilty of criminal 
contempt and fined each of 
them $300. The effect of the 
Supreme Court’s order of 
Oct. 15 was to uphold Judge 
West. 
There is no question that 
Judge West’s gag order was 
in flagrant violation of the 
Constitution. This was the 
ruling of the 5th U. S. Circuit 
in August, 1972, when the case 
came up on appeal. In an 
opinion by Chief Judge John 
R. Brown, the Circuit Court 
held that West’s blanket ban 
on publication of court 
proceedings “so far tran­ 
sgresses First Amendment 
freedoms that any such 
absolute proscription cannot 
withstand the mildest breeze 
eminating from the Con­ 
stitution.” 
IT WAS readily apparent, 
said the Circuit Court, that 
“no decision, opinion, report 
or 
other 
authoritative 


proposal has ever sanctioned 
by holding, hint, dictum, 
recommendation or other­ 
wise any judicial prohibition 
of the right of the press to 
publish accurately reports of 
proceedings which transpire 
in open court.” Judge West’s 
order was “constitutionally 
unacceptable, and hence 
illegal.” 
But having said all that, the 
Circuit Court nevertheless 
ruled that the order had to be 
obeyed. The two reporters 
should have sought im­ 
mediate judicial review of 
West’s ban. The publication 
of news, “can be enjoined.” 
Newsmen are citizens too, 
said the Circuit Court, and 
they must suffer the con­ 
sequences of flagrant, in­ 
tentional disregard of the 
mandates of a court. 
WHERE DOES this leave 
us? The hearing before Judge 
West, having to do with 
alleged misconduct of public 
officials, was of compelling 
public interest. The people 
had a right to know of the 
testimony, and the people had 
a right to know of it then, not 
days or weeks or months 
later, after the process of 
judicial review had run its 
course. 
If 
judges 
can 
issue 
flagrantly unlawful orders 
gagging a free press, and 
then impose fines or jail 
sentences for their violation, 
judges become tyrants. By 
refusing even to review the 
case, eight of the nine justices 
of the Supreme Court now 
have condoned both cen­ 
sorship and tyranny. This is 
not law; this is despotism. 
Those of us who live by the 
news will have to combat it as 
best we can.
